A bid to bring the Univer¬ 
siade Games back into Al¬ 
berta's capital is nearing 
the finish line, but there's 
still some work left to do, 
say organizers. 

After being shortlisted 
with two other final chal¬ 
lengers — Gwangju, South 
Korea, and Taipei City, Tai¬ 
wan — the city’s next step 
is to woo five executives 
from the International 
Sport Federation, a group 
that will ultimately choose 
the 2015 host city. 

“We think this is a two- 
way race between Korea 
and ourselves,” said Nicole 
Poirier, an international bid 
director with Edmonton’s 
bid committee, to the Ed¬ 
monton Sport Council last 
night. 

Poirier says Taiwan’s bid 
is more of a learning experi¬ 
ence for organizers as they 
go through the bid process. 


“What we are really hear¬ 
ing from (the federation) is 
that they really want to 
come back to North Ameri¬ 
ca,” said Poirier. “They 
haven’t been here in more 
than 20 years.” 

The last time North 
America hosted the event 
was in 1983 in Edmonton 
and seeing a host city get 
the event twice is nothing 
new when it comes to the 
Universiade, says Poirier. 

The executives will tour 
Edmonton April 30 to May 4 
and will submit a report to 
the 27-member committee 
before it makes the final de¬ 
cision on May 23. 

The university games 
could bring in more than 
$400 million to Edmonton’s 
economy and create more 
than 5,500 jobs, according 
to figures from the Edmon¬ 
ton Economic Development 
Corporation. Edmonton’s 
bid will cost roughly $2 mil¬ 
lion, which will be shared 
between the University of 
Alberta and the city.

ing peace with the Taliban, 
reining in Pakistan, shut¬ 
ting down rampant drug 
production and closer co¬ 
operation with Russia, Iran 
and other neighbouring 
states.

“(He’s attending) this 
one because he has some¬ 
thing to say and the Cana¬ 


dian government hasn’t 
been participating in this 
dialogue with the U.S., and 
he believes we should be,” 
Fairbrother said. 

The Tories have hired 
high-powered communica¬ 
tions operatives, such as 
former White House press 
secretaries Ari Fleischer 
and Mike McCurry, spokes- 
people for George W. Bush 
and Bill Clinton respective¬ 
ly, to land Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper interviews 
that will let him raise 
Canada’s profile in the U.S. 
media. But the govern¬ 
ment refused to follow the 
U.S. lead and name a spe¬ 
cial envoy for Afghanistan 
and Pakistan to better co¬ 
ordinate the future of the 
Afghan mission, drawing 
criticism in many quarters.

South Africa set to vote 

Zuma's ruling ANC party facing tough opposition 


Jacob Zuma called for a 
huge turnout for South 
Africa’s election today to 
give his ruling African Na¬ 
tional Congress an 
overwhelming mandate in 
its toughest test since the 
end of apartheid. 

Zuma is expected to be¬ 
come president after the 
ballot of 23 million South 
Africans, but the ANC risks 
losing the two-thirds ma¬ 
jority in parliament it 


needs to change the consti¬ 
tution in the face of a new 
opposition party formed 
by ANC dissidents. 

“We anticipate a massive 
turnout and we expect that 
the people of this country 
will once again give the 
ANC a huge and decisive 
mandate to work together 
with them to further im¬ 
prove their lives,” he said. 

Zuma, who had corrup¬ 
tion charges against him 


dropped this month, de¬ 
clined to comment on his 
potential cabinet. 

Businesses are worried 
Zuma may veer away from 
policies credited with de¬ 
livering years of economic 
growth because he owes 
his rise to forces such as 
the trade unions on the 
left of the party. Zuma has 
said there will be no dra¬ 
matic change of direction.

Sri Lankan troops move in 
on Tamil Tigers, 62,000 flee 


civil war Sri Lankan sol¬ 
diers battled into the last 
redoubt of the rebel Tamil 
Tigers yesterday as the exo¬ 
dus of people fleeing the 
war zone reached more 
than 62,000, the military 
said. 

The Red Cross warned 
the situation was “nothing 
short of catastrophic” and 
urged both sides to pre¬ 
vent further mass casual¬ 
ties among civilians, say¬ 
ing hundreds had been 
killed in the past 48 hours. 

The neutral agency did 
not assign blame to either 
side. 


The military’s noon 
deadline for the Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Eelam 
(LTTE) to surrender passed 
without word from the 
separatists, who vowed no 
surrender hours later. 

Sri Lanka’s militaiy, in 
what it dubbed the world’s 
largest hostage rescue op¬ 
eration, went in to keep 
the stream of people mov¬ 
ing and give troops a clear 
shot at the LTTE. 

“So far 62,600 people 
have come out and still 
they are coming,” military 
spokesman Udaya 

Nanayalckara said, reuters 


Obama nudges Israel on Palestine 


Israel U.S. President 
Barack Obama nudged Is¬ 
raeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu yester¬ 
day to accept the goal of a 
Palestinian state, as he 
pressed Israel and the 
Palestinians to “step back 
from the abyss.” 

Deepening his role in re¬ 
viving peace efforts, Oba¬ 
ma met Jordan’s King Ab¬ 
dullah, and set up talks 
with Netanyahu, Palestin¬ 
ian President Mahmoud 
Abbas and Egyptian Presi¬ 
dent Hosni Mubarak. 

He seized the chance to 
reassure Abdullah of his 
commitment to a two-state 
solution to the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict. 


Break with Bush 

Obama reaffirmed his 
pledge to make Middle East 
peace a priority. Bush's crit¬ 
ics had accused him of ne¬ 
glecting the conflict, and 
most Arabs considered him 
biased in favour of Israel. 

But Obama’s Middle East 
strategy has been compli¬ 
cated by the emergence of 
a coalition led by Ne¬ 
tanyahu, who since com¬ 
ing to power last month 
has avoided recognizing 
the Palestinians’ right to 
an independent state, as 
his predecessor Ehud 
Olmert did. reuters

appy Earth Day. If 
you’re looking for 
something useful 
to do today (other 
than picking up a 
free coffee), you might tiy 
checking if you can see your 
toes. 

It turns out the world’s 
population is getting fatter, 
and that adds to the already 
heavy load on the planet, 
greenhouse gas-wise. 

No, the problem is not ex¬ 
cessive flatulence, although I 


expect that doesn’t help. The 
problem, according to 
British researchers from the 
London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine, is the 
fatter we get, the more likely 
we are to use our cars to get 
around and the more fuel 
those cars have to bum to 
haul our sony butts around. 

There is no doubt the 
species is increasing in bulk. 
Between 1994 and 2004 in 
England, the average body 
mass index (BMI) increased 
from 26 to 27.3 for men and 
25.8 to 26.9 for women. I re¬ 
gret to report that anyone 
with a BMI of more than 25 
is considered overweight, 
and over 30 is obese. In 
Canada two-thirds of the 
population is overweight 
and one-quarter is obese. 

The British researchers es¬ 



timate one billion lean peo¬ 
ple will emit one billion few¬ 
er tonnes of carbon dioxide 
a year than one billion fat 
people. 

So how’s that for an incen¬ 
tive? Lose weight; save the 
planet. 

I confess I’ve been inadver¬ 
tently saving the planet. I 
started losing weight this 
January when I realized 
there was no way I was go¬ 
ing to mn the Vancouver 
Marathon in time to qualify 
for the Boston Marathon, 
the Holy Grail of marathons, 
if I continued to weigh in at 
a porky 205 pounds. So now 


I weigh 179, with a BMI of 
24.3. Mother Earth has yet to 
send me a thank-you card 
even though I check the 
mail every day, but I guess 
she’s pretty busy shoulder¬ 
ing the increased load. 

OK, maybe she won’t no¬ 
tice the reduction, but 
you’ve got to start some¬ 
where. I have to admit I 
haven’t felt this, uh, bouncy 
in years. 

So Canada, I dare you. 
Take the challenge: look 
down. No toes? Then it’s 
time to get off the couch, get 
out of the car, and put one 
foot in front of the other. 
Take a load off Mother Earth 
... and yourself.

How nature can inspire design 


“The natural world is full of hints on how 
to manufacture in life-friendly ways.” 

Researcher Janine Benyus 


Nature has always inspired 
mankind. Leonardo Da Vin¬ 
ci and the Wright brothers 
looked at birds in flight to 
inspire their flying devices. 

In the same way, Swiss 
inventor George de Mestral 
created Velcro in 1948 by 
analyzing the burrs stuck 
to his pants and to his 
dog’s fur after a walk in the 
countryside. 

Today, this science has a 
name: Biomimicry, a word 
coined by American re¬ 
searcher Janine Benyus, 
who published Bio¬ 
mimicry: Innovation In¬ 
spired by Nature in 1997. 

“Biomimicry, or bio- 
mimetics, is all about look¬ 


ing to nature for inspira¬ 
tion and borrowing na¬ 
ture’s blueprints, its chemi¬ 
cal recipes and ecosystem 
strategies,” says Benyus. 

“Why reinvent the wheel 
when we have optimal so¬ 
lutions in nature that have 
benefited from 3.8 billion 
years of field testing and 
natural selection?” 

This idea actually ap¬ 
peals more and more to 
companies that are trying 
to find solutions to prob¬ 


lems nature has been deal¬ 
ing with since the dawn of 
life, such as minimizing en¬ 
ergy use and manufactur¬ 
ing without toxins. 

“The natural world is full 
of hints on how to manu¬ 
facture in life-friendly 
ways,” says Benyus. 

Nature is full of exam¬ 
ples of adaptation, so 
“when we now talk about 
the extinction spasm, 
we’re talking about losing 
wisdom, ideas that we 


would not normally have 
thought of,” says Benyus. 

We can no longer take 
this wealth for granted. 
That’s why the Biomimicry 
Institute has initiated a 
program called Innovation 
Through Conservation, 
asking companies to do¬ 
nate a percentage of their 
proceeds to conserve the 
habitat of the species they 
took inspiration from. 

Biomimicry proves once 
more that the loss of biodi¬ 
versity is a lot more than 
an animal lover issue.

USA and Canada: 

California may become too 
hot and too dry to produce 
quality wine. The same 
goes for Yakima Valley in 
Washington. The East 
Coast looks as if it could 
benefit. The same goes for 
British Columbia and it’s 
Okanagan Valley. 

South Americas: 

Both Chile and Argentina 
are considered winners. 
The cooler sea currents in 
the southern hemisphere 
will be to their advantage, 
and wine growers such as 
the well-known Miguel 
Torres from Spain are buy¬ 
ing land here. 

Africa: 

South Africa looks as if it 
will suffer less from global 
warming than most places. 
However, wine growers are 
looking to move to the 
mountains. 


places in the south like 
Sicily. Some local experts 
advocate irrigation, which 
is now banned, to save 
vineyards in Tuscany for 
instance. In France, it 
looks as if the west and the 
south will be affected the 
most. Growers are moving 
into higher regions, when 
possible, or buying land in 
other countries. For in¬ 
stance, winemakers from 
the famous Champagne 
District in France are mov¬ 
ing across the English 
Channel, buying into the 
chalky regions of southern 
England. The British Isles 
are basking in the sun, 
winemakers are multiply¬ 
ing, the same goes for the 
amount of land taken up 
by vineyards. Southern 
England could be the 
Champagne District of the 
future, some experts pre¬ 
dict. 



Australia, New Zealand: 

Many districts are becom¬ 
ing too hot and too dry. 
Some of the wine growers 
are moving to mountainous 
Tasmania where the cli¬ 
mate is cooler. In New 
Zealand, Central Otago on 
the South Island could be¬ 
come the world’s possibly 
southernmost wine district. 

Europe: 

The warmest M&A 
places are in VBV 
trouble. Spain ■flU 
and Portugal are I 
predicted to be 
those most likely 
to suffer. Major 
wine growers 
such as 
Miguel Tor¬ 
res in Spain 
are moving 
into the Pyre¬ 
nees. In dis¬ 
tricts already 
affected, 
growers con¬ 
template ex¬ 
changing the 
Tempranillo 
with other 
grapes more 
suited 
warmer 
mates. Italy, too

Other countries: 

Denmark, Sweden, Finland 
and other countries 
around the Baltic Sea have 
so far only had amateur en¬ 
thusiasts involved in wine¬ 
making. But now it is be¬ 
coming commercial, with 
some of the wines actually 
exported to buyers in oth¬ 
er countries. However, 
these countries will possi¬ 
bly still be too cool for 
large productions, rather 
they will produce interest¬ 
ing quality wine in small 
amounts. 

Asia: 

As surprising as it may 
seem, China is already the 
seventh largest wine pro¬ 
ducing country in the 
world. And some experts 
have their eyes on an area 
northwest of Beijing as 
one of the most promis¬ 
ing — wines from here 
are already winning 
prizes at international 
fairs. So get used to 
names like Changyu, 
Dragon Seal, Great Wall 
or Dynasty.

Bio bias 

World moves toward 
an IPCCin biodiversity 




The Inter¬ 
governmen¬ 
tal Panel on Cli¬ 
mate Change (IPCC), 
the scientific body created 
by the United Nations to 
evaluate the risk of climate 
change, has shown how 
strong an influence scien¬ 
tists all over the world can 
have on politicians and 
public opinion when they 
speak with one voice. This 
was proven once again in 


when the 
IPCC shared the Nobel 
Peace Prize with former 
U.S. vice-president A1 Gore, 
nearly 20 years after its 
birth. 

But what about biodiver¬ 
sity? The lack of recog¬ 
nized scientific expertise 
in a field just as vital as cli¬ 
mate was underlined in 


Januaiy 2005 at an inter¬ 
national meeting in 
I Paris by the then- 
French president 
Jacques Chirac. Over the 
4 past four years, the 
u idea has progressed, 
1 and the creation of 
what will be called the 
Intergovernmental 
Platform on Biodiver¬ 
sity and Ecosystem 
Services (IPBES) is now 
only a question of time. 
“The IPBES should 
work more or less like the 
IPCC,” says Didier Babin, 
the researcher who led ne¬ 
gotiations until the United 
Nations Environment Pro¬ 
gram (UNEP) officially took 
over the project in Febru¬ 
ary. 

Just as the IPCC (which is 
composed of more than 
2,000 scientists worldwide), 
the IPBES will not carry out 
research, but will be tasked 
to publish special reports 
that gather state-of-the-art 
studies conducted by recog¬ 
nized scientists around the 


world. Its main objective is 
to bring about common in¬ 
dicators that will have an 
international scope and 
work as a bridge between 
the distant worlds of sci¬ 
ence and politics to make 
action ... and fast. 

“IPCC and IPBES will 
probably also work togeth¬ 
er,” says Babin, as there are 
structural finks between 
biodiversity and climate 
change. 

“Think about the rain 
forests that are immense 
carbon reservoirs and at 
the same time among the 
globe’s major biodiversity 
hot spots.” 

IPBES will certainly 
have a lot to do in the next 
few years. A lot of hope is 
laid in this new panel that 
should be officially 
opened in 2010, during 
what the UN has already 
labelled the “year of biodi¬ 
versity.”

Denis Hayes is the man 
who made Earth Day a 
world phenomenon. 
When Earth Day was 
launched in 1970 , Hayes 
was its first co-ordinator 
and turned the 
environmental day into a 
series of events attended 
by 20 million Americans. 
Twenty years later, Hayes 
launched the first interna¬ 
tional Earth Day. Result: 



200 million participants in 
141 countries. Today, he 
heads Earth Day Network, 
which co-ordinates Earth 
Day activities around the 
world.

Without pack ice, there is 
no algae and no food for 
lcrills — a direct repercus¬ 
sion on the penguin’s diet.

Photodegradation

Coral reefs 

Coral reefs provide goods 
and services worth about 
$375 billion each year — 
yet the coral ecosystem cov¬ 
ers less than one per cent of 
the Earth’s surface. 

In fishing, both the food 
and marine ornamental 
trade are often caught us¬ 
ing cyanide, which stuns 
fish for easy capture. 
Cyanide kills the coral and 
many other coral reef or¬ 
ganisms such as coral 
polyps. Less than half the 
fish caught with cyanide 
survive long enough to 
then be sold to restaurants 
or aquariums.

At the heart of the 
oceans, areas as big as 
France, maybe more, are 
covered in garbage. 

The most famous of 
these is the Great Garbage 
Patch, discovered in the 
late 1990s in the North Pa¬ 
cific Ocean between the 
United States and Asia. But 
it seems that another sev¬ 
en similar patches may ex¬ 
ist, according to Seattle 
oceanographer Curtis Eb- 
besmeyer, one of the first 
scientists to take interest 
in the strange routes of 
plastic trash in the sea. 

In his new book, Flotsa- 
metrics and the Floating 
World: How One Man’s 
Obsession with Runaway 
Sneakers and Rubber 
Ducks Revolutionized 
Ocean Science, Ebbesmey- 


er explains his “science of 
floating objects,” or “flot- 
sametrics.” 

By observing trash on 
beaches, such as Nikes or 
rubber ducks, he identi¬ 
fied several circular cur¬ 
rents, or gyres, which, 
like whirlpools, bring to¬ 
gether all the plastic and 
other solid garbage that 
ends up in the seas 
around the world. 

Ebbesmeyer says the 
patches of debris may cov¬ 
er a surface “equivalent to 
several times the United 
States.” 

However, the garbage 


patches are still unrecog¬ 
nized and neglected be¬ 
cause they are basically 
difficult to see. 

“From a boat, you start 
seeing everyday objects 
like toothbrushes and 
plastic bags on the out¬ 
skirts of the vortex,” ex¬ 
plains Francois Chartier, 
director of the oceans 
campaign at Greenpeace 
France, the organization 
that revealed the exis¬ 
tence of the Great Gar¬ 
bage Patch to the media. 

“When you approach 
the centre of the patch, 
the trash is thicker and 


some birds have actually 
started nesting on it.” 

But from the sky, even 
from satellites, there is 
“nothing to be seen,” says 
Ebbesmeyer. “It’s like 
tracking a ghost!” 

Invisible plastic? Not re¬ 
ally. The fact is that most 
of the pieces are quite see- 
through, like plastic bags. 
Others are fractions of 
bigger pieces of plastic 
that have disintegrated in¬ 
to bits as small as plank¬ 
ton. 

“In the middle of the 
patch, there is six times 
more plastic than plank¬ 


ton,” Ebbesmeyer says. 

This accumulation of 
plastic in the oceans is a 
serious menace for the en¬ 
vironment and for human 
health. 

“Dolphins suffocate on 
plastic bags, birds can die 
of hunger because their 
stomach is so full of undi¬ 
gested plastic that they 
can no longer eat,” says 
Chartier. 

But plastic also contains 
toxins (PCBs, heavy met¬ 
als) that are harmful to 
humans and that are as¬ 
similated by plankton and 
other fish, which end up 
in the ocean’s food chain, 
and, consequently, in your 
seafood chowder.

/ WF’s Living Planet Report tells us that 
three-quarters of us live in countries 
that are ecological debtors — using up 
resources faster than nature can replace 
them. If we cariy on consuming at our current rate, 
by 2030 we’ll need the equivalent of two planets to 
maintain our lifestyles. Over the past 35 years 
alone, we have squandered nearly one-third of the 
Earth’s biodiversity. Not only is this hugely damag¬ 
ing for the environment, but it doesn’t make any 
economic sense. One recent report estimates that 
forest ecosystems alone are worth around $28 
billion a year — and a lot of that money is literally 
going up in smoke.

A s we increasingly woriy about jobs and 
mortgages, we may be tempted to ignore 
the bigger picture. But Amazon 
deforestation, hungiy polar bears and over¬ 
fished tuna are a challenge for all of us, because 
protecting natural resources means better food and 
water security, better human health and a better 
chance of fighting climate change. 

-he good news is — we know what needs to be 

done and we can afford it. We have a unique 
opportunity to use the trillions of dollars in 
stimulus packages to create a green global 
economy that could lift us out of recession, protect 
natural resources and tackle global warming. The 
first step is to agree to a fair, fast and effective glob¬ 
al deal on climate change in Copenhagen this 
December. Then, in 2010 — the International Year 
of Biodiversity — the UN must lead the rest of the 
world in taking bold steps to reduce consumption 
and stop biodiversity loss within 10 years.

What would we do with¬ 
out worms? 

“When we talk about 
biodiversity, we never real¬ 
ly mention worms,” says 
Denis Loyer, deputy direc¬ 
tor of the French Develop¬ 
ment Agency (AFD). “But 
they actually have an es¬ 
sential role in producing 
food.” 

Without worms, there 
would be no fertile lands. 
Worms are actually one 
single long digestive tube. 
Feeding on organic waste, 
they end up excreting a 
powerful natural fertilizer. 
That’s how compost heaps 
work! 

If pesticides can be 
harmful to these hard¬ 
working animals, it is sur¬ 
prising to discover that 
what is really bad for them 
is working the land. 
Worms are killed by birds 
and by the lack of food, 
while UVs finish the job by 
destroying all other micro¬ 
scopic life in the soil. 

“The difference is enor¬ 
mous: Where land is 
laboured, you can find up 
to 50 kilograms of worms 
per hectare against two to 
four tonnes on non- 
laboured agricultural ex¬ 
ploitations,” says Loyer. To¬ 
day, many soils are biologi¬ 
cally dead, with no more 
than one per cent of organ¬ 
ic substance. 


Darwin & worms 

• British naturalist Charles 
Darwin should be remem¬ 
bered for more than his the¬ 
ory on the evolution of the 
species. The last book he 
published in 1881 shows 
how, by many means, he 
was ahead of his time. With 
The Formation of Vegetable 
Mold Through the Action of 
Worms, he opened the 
doors of science to a seemly 
insignificant species: The 
worm. He had friends and 
scientists send him samples 
of worm waste to analyze 
the benefits of this organic 
fertilizer. He took his job 
very seriously and also stud¬ 
ied their behaviour — he 
even played the piano to 
them to test their hearing. 
Worms are actually deaf.

Chemical fertilizers feed 
plants but do not rebuild 
the natural capi¬ 
tal of 
soils. 

Moreover, 
worms dig 
tunnels in 
the land 
that allow 
water to 
penetrate 
deeply in¬ 
stead of wash¬ 
ing away 
wastefully — 
or worse, caus¬ 
ing floods. This 
is why a non- 
laboured agricul¬ 
ture is being 
hailed as the fu¬ 
ture solution to 
feeding the world. 

“A project we 
have in Tunisia shows that 
the farms are just as effi¬ 
cient, but have reduced 
costs thanks to less labour 
and less chemicals. More¬ 
over, in dry countries, 
stocking water in the soil 
is very important,” adds 
Loyer. “This kind of agri¬ 
culture is growing by 15 
per cent per year.” 

That’s good news, 
and not only for 
worms. As a matter of 
fact, some climate 
change experts be- 


says Loyer. 

And we all know there’s 
no one that can do that 
better than worms.

Julian Radlein is not a typi¬ 
cal environmental activist. 
He is a six-foot-two, 245- 
pound former fullback 
with the Hamilton Tiger- 
Cats who was adept at 
crushing opposing 
linebackers. But he’s also 
one of Canada’s leading 
advocates for environmen¬ 
tal awareness. 

Radlein enjoyed a five- 
year career with Hamilton 
from 2003 to 2007. During 
this time, he was active in 
the Hamilton environmen¬ 
tal community. His involve¬ 
ment ranged from encour¬ 
aging people to eat locally 
to performing an environ¬ 
mental audit at Ivor Wynne 
stadium. Radlein credits his 
interest in the environment 
to early exposure. 

“My dad was a chemist so 
I grew up with science and a 
respect for the environ¬ 
ment. I studied ecology at 
UBC. I like to think of my¬ 
self not as an environmen¬ 
tal activist but more as a 
survivalist.

The company focuses on 
delivering an environmen¬ 
tal message by using foot¬ 
ball players as their spokes¬ 
persons. The keystone activ-

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ity of their company is the 
GreenZone Sustainability 
Blitz — Speaker Series. 

“We focus on three pillars 
of sustainability: reduce, 
reuse and recycle.” said 
Radlein. 

B.C. Lions linebacker 
Javier Glatt spent his off-sea¬ 
son presenting the Sustain¬ 
ability Blitz program to 
schools across B.C. Glatt 
feels the high-energy activi¬ 
ties of the program help to 
make it popular with chil¬ 
dren of different ages. 

“We always start with a 
pep rally where the whole 
school comes together. 
There are environmental 
games that have students 
competing against the ath¬ 
letes. We have a water relay, 
energy challenge and waste 


relay. It is funny how the 
students always seem to 
win.” 

Glatt tries to deliver his 
message in a language the 
students understand. 

“When I speak to schools 
in Vancouver, I always ask 
the students to imagine if 
they could not see the 
mountains due to smog. Al¬ 
so, I talk about the impor¬ 
tance of clean air and fresh 
grass for things like recess.

Canadian outdoor NHL game 
could only be held here or Calgary 


-he word is out that 

the NHL’s next 
outdoor game will 
take place next 
season at Fenway 
Park in Boston. And with 
it, comes complaints from 
up here that the league is 
avoiding holding one in 
Canada. 

Yet the reason is simple. 

At this moment, there is 
only one outdoor stadium 
in this entire nation that 
seats more than 40,000 
people — Commonwealth 
Stadium in Edmonton, the 
veiy field that hosted the 
NHL’s first outdoor ven¬ 
ture in 2003. 

While it might make you 
feel warm and fuzzy to 
imagine NHLers taking the 
ice at Montreal’s Percival 
Molson Stadium or Toron¬ 
to’s BMO Field, these 
games aren’t staged to 
make the league feel warm 
and fuzzy. They are staged 
to maximize profit, and 
that (and that alone) is the 



only reason they are 
staged. When you sell 
40,000 tickets to a hockey 
game, you double your 
gate in addition to swelling 
TV numbers. 

Aside from Common¬ 
wealth, McMahon Stadium 
in Calgaiy is the only cur¬ 
rent outdoor venue in the 
country worth doing it in. 

With 36,000 seats, it’s 
17,000 more than the Pen- 
growth Saddledome (and 
only about 2,000 smaller 
than Fenway). 

BMO? Twenty thousand, 
or merely 2,000 more than 
the Air Canada Centre. 
Similar story with Molson 
Stadium and the Bell Cen¬ 


tre. The Big Owe? Sorry, 
the roof’s screwed on tight 
now. The Rogers Centre? 
Sorry, no on-field drainage 
system. The retractable- 
roofed version of Vancou¬ 
ver’s B.C. Place? Possible, 
but unbuilt as of yet. 

Some corners have said 
the Ottawa Senators could 
play a game on the Rideau 
Canal. My advice to them 
would be to not smoke 
marijuana before making 
suggestions for where the 
Ottawa Senators play out¬ 
door games. A frozen wa¬ 
terway with 40,000 tempo¬ 
rary metal seats? That’s 
even more temporary seat¬ 
ing than most Grey Cup 
games. 

And anybody think 
about the luxury suites? 
It’s doubtful Eugene Mel- 
nylc or any other owner 
would look the other way 
on that sweet action.

The Prius’ Hybrid Synergy 
Drive is 90 per cent new for 
2010. Unlike most other hy¬ 
brid vehicles available, 
Prius has always been a 
“full” hybrid, allowing it to 
run on engine alone, bat- 
teiy alone, or both.

Carbon fibre catching on

t first blush the 
just-released 
Mercedes-Benz 
SLR Stirling 
Moss might not 
appear to be the ideal sub¬ 
ject to discuss today ... to¬ 
day being Earth Day. 

Some of you might even 
suggest that such an ex¬ 
travagant vehicle 

shouldn’t even be built in 
the first place. Well, you 
sort of have your wish, be¬ 
cause they’re only making 
75 of them. There, happy 
now? 

But everyone and every¬ 
thing has a part to play in 
moving towards more 
Earth-respectful human 
mobility — even, surpris¬ 
ingly, a $500,000-plus 
sports car that can only 
carry two people and 
about 18 minutes worth of 
luggage. 

The part played by this, 
and the other models in 
the SLR range (roadster 
and coupe), is advancing 
the use of carbon fibre in 
“mass produced” produc¬ 
tion vehicles. 

Carbon fibre is incredi¬ 
bly strong and stiff for its 
weight. As such, it’s be¬ 
come the material of 
choice for such things as 
hockey sticks, ten¬ 
nis and bad¬ 
minton rac¬ 
quets, and 
now bicycles 
frames. (I 
play a bit of 
hockey and 
badminton, so 
when they get 
around to mak¬ 
ing a beer bottle out

of the stuff, I figure my 
leisure time will be carbon- 
fibre complete.) 

Its strength comes from 
the way it’s made — 
strands are layered and wo¬ 
ven together in specific 
patterns, and each time 
out, it’s done differently, to 
precisely fit the task at 
hand. Not dissimilar to the 
way Mother Nature goes 
about building her stuff. 

But such a customized 
and fussy process, adds 
much cost and time. And 
the raw material for car¬ 
bon fibre is already way 
more expensive than alu¬ 
minum or steel. 

The SLR is unique not 
only because its body pan¬ 
els are made of carbon fi¬ 
bre, but also its super¬ 
structure. This body shell 
is made by McLaren — the 
same firm that builds 
McLaren FI racing cars. FI 
is where all the big enve¬ 
lope pushing gets done, 
when it comes to carbon fi¬ 
bre and four wheels. 

Mercedes and McLaren 
have developed material 
and process systems to 
speed up both the creation 
and assembly of carbon fi¬ 
bre components. The team 
took their cues from the 
textile in- 


dustiy, as some of the auto¬ 
mated systems resemble 
weaving machines. 

High heat areas, such as 
engines and exhausts, will 
always be made of metal 
for the foreseeable future, 
but how about everything 
else? 

In an email interview, 
James Banks, Mercedes’ 
body function manager, 
said, “It is quite feasible 
that small structural parts 
could start appearing on 
production cars within the 
next few years ... Personal¬ 
ly, I believe carbon fibre 
crash systems and class A 
bodywork are the two ar¬ 
eas of the automobile that 
are likely to see the biggest 
advances in the coming 
years.” 

When this does happen, 
it will be another example 
of trickle-down technolo¬ 
gy, in the constant pursuit 
to make all cars safer and 
lighter and more fuel-effi¬ 
cient. 

And if you have to build 
something high, to get the 
necessary gravity, you 
could do worse than this 
gorgeous SLR, built as a 
homage to the original SLR 
that racing legend, Stirling 
Moss, which famously 
drove to a succession of 
victories in 1955.

Putting brakes on teens

When your teenager takes 
out the family car, you 
may not always know 
where he is. But thanks to 
Ford’s new MyKey system, 
you’ll have a better idea of 
what he’s doing. 

Debuting on the 2010 Fo¬ 
cus and planned for sever¬ 
al more models, MyKey is a 
no-charge standard feature 
that limits the car’s top 
speed, prevents the trac¬ 
tion control from being 
disabled, chimes warnings 
at pre-set speeds, encour¬ 
ages seatbelt use, and caps 
the volume on the audio 
system. It works through 
the message centre in the 
instrument cluster, and is 
invisible to drivers who 
don’t want to use it. 

Parents program keys 
through the ignition, turn¬ 
ing them into “MyKey 


keys.” These trigger the 
pre-set system when 
they’re used to start the 
car, limiting what the vehi¬ 
cle will do. 

One key always remains 
the “administrator,” and is 
used to program others; it 
also lets parents operate 
the vehicle without limits. 
The MyKeys can be wiped 
clean or reprogrammed at 
any time, if desired. Any 
microchipped key can be¬ 
come a MyKey, whether 
it’s one of the keys that 
comes with the car, or pur¬ 
chased from the dealer. 

Starting the car with a 
MyKey always triggers 
three automatic defaults. 
The regular seatbelt re¬ 
minder chimes, but the 
stereo won’t work until 
the driver has buckled up, 
as well as any front-seat 
passenger. The low-fuel 
warning comes on at 120 
km to empty, rather than 
the usual 80 km notice. 


And if the vehicle is 
equipped with special safe¬ 
ty features such as Park 
Aid or the new Blind Spot 
Information System, these 
can’t be disabled by the 
driver. 

Beyond those, parents 
can also program in speed 
alert chimes at 72, 88 or 
105 km/h; the inability to 
disable the traction con¬ 
trol; a limit of 44 per cent 
of the stereo’s volume; and 
a limited top speed of 130 
km/h. (That’s higher than 
most of Canada’s speed 
limits, but it’s permissible 
on some U.S. highways, 
and Ford determined that 
the car must be driveable 
eveiywhere.) 

And if your teen’s a tech¬ 
nology wizard, fear not. 
“The system tracks the 
kilometres, and so the par¬ 
ents can see if the MyKey is 
being used,” said Kerri 
Stoakley, Ford’s communi¬ 
cations manager.

When Porsche announced 
it was pulling out of most 
major auto shows, includ¬ 
ing February’s Canadian 
International Auto Show 
in Toronto, it caused 
waves in the industry. 

In an effort to thrill 
would-be customers into 
buying, the company de¬ 
cided to throw its full 
weight behind its World 
Roadshow, a travelling cir¬ 
cus of Porsche vehicles and 
personnel that provides 
the ultimate test drive. 

While this is the road¬ 
show’s 11th year, it’s being 
held in Canada for the first 
time. The event kicked off 
last week at the Mosport In¬ 
ternational Raceway near 
Toronto and is scheduled to 
end this Friday.

The machines in use to 
pound around the road 
course are a great mix of 
models, from a basic-but- 
focused 911 C2S with sport- 
chrono package and six- 
speed manual, to a more re¬ 
laxed 911 Targa 4 with PDK, 
Porsche’s new twin-clutch 
automatic gearbox. 

There was a full-on track- 
oriented Cayman S with 
body-hugging one-piece 
sport seats, PDK and car¬ 
bon brakes that was a real 
favourite on media day, 
while the bright-copper 


Cayenne GTS at the tail 
didn’t hold anyone up, 
with the large SUV easily 
hitting 190 km/h up the 
Andretti Straight.

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tsp (5 mL) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

4 boneless pork loin 
chops, 3/4 in. (2 cm) thick, 
trimmed of all fat 
4 tbsp (60 mL) dry white 
wine or vermouth 

1 garlic clove, minced 
3/4 cup (175 mL) chicken 
or vegetable stock 

2 tsp (10 mL) cornstarch 
mixed with 1 tbsp (15 mL) 
water 

1/2 cup (125 mL) sour 
cream 

1 tbsp (15 mL) Dijon mus¬ 
tard 

1 tbsp (15 mL) chopped 
fresh tarragon 
Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 
Fresh chives 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large 
nonstick hying pan over 
medium-high heat. Add 
pork chops and fry until 
brown, 3 minutes per side. 
Transfer to plate; set aside 
and keep warm. 


2. Add wine or vermouth 
to pan with garlic and let 
bubble briefly. Pour in 
stock and boil 2 minutes. 
Stir together cornstarch 
mixture and sour cream 
until smooth. Add to hot 
cooking liquid, stirring 
well. Reduce heat and sim¬ 
mer, stirring constantly, 
until thick and smooth, 2 
minutes. Stir in mustard 
and tarragon and season 
with salt and pepper to 
taste. 

3. Return pork chops to 
sauce in the pan. Reduce 
heat to low, cover pan, 
and simmer until 

chops are cooked through, 
4 to 5 minutes.
